Several classes’ of prisoners, as I have said, 
are not sent to the European yard. Among them’ 
arethe “ destitutes,”"—generally sailors without 
monty or work who have been sent to gtol (in 
tveir case called “ the House of Detention,” but 
then “a rose by. any other name,” &c.) for a 
few,days until a captain can be found to take 
them. That Is the head‘ and front: of their 
offending, but there is no doub! that they are 
worse off than any of the less deserving wretches 
whose lot they share, They work just as hard 
asifthey. had ‘picked a pocket, ther get the 
poorest class of food, they are regarded by the 
tm jority of the officers (of whom'mare anon) as 

ariths, and they pars 73 cit of every 24 hours’ 
in thelr celts, praying for the worst “blue-nosed 
bargue " that ever floated to come along, Men 
on “hall-tack,” weaklings who are: exempted: 
fram shot-dritl on accoun! of physical Infirmity ; 
offenders who' are set to pick double. the: 
amount of oakum " served out: to those 
in the yard—all these stay in their cells 
.the day through, silently and drearily getting 
through thelr tasks, looking forward only to 
the morning and evening half-hour of exercise 
in the open air. ' 


On Sundays ‘the men—whose religion is 
broadly defined by their being Catholics or 
Protestants—go to church. It, is held {n the 
central tower, on the floor nbove the hall, The 
morning service {s devoted to’ the Catholic 
portion, and is conducted by Fathers Vigano ‘or 
Burghignoll as a rule. Chinese Catholic priests 
also visit any native converts to Christianity that 
may have got inside, and preach to them: both 
‘publicly and privately, The Chinaman who 
was sentenced to death a little while ago 
embraced Chris'innity before being reprieved, 
but I heard that afterwards he 'verted, the 
necessity having passe, as he thought probably, 
In the afternnon the Colonial Chaplain holds a 
short service for Protestants. There is no option 
about attending unless’ you are sick—indeed 
you go to chapel.whether the reverend gentle- 
man comes or not, A portion of the Litany is 
read, then a Palm, then. five-minute exhorta- 
tion which I am/afrald is entirely wasted, judging 
from the observations subsequently ‘muttered’ 
in my hearing. A hymn follows, very half. 
hearted for want. of someone to lead tn the (in

The Chinese, who cutnumber the Europeans 
twenty times over, are: principally kept,on the. 
ordinary hard labor. A few, are kept working 
in couples, carrying # golb. stone slung ona 
bamboo for cach alternate half-hour without 
cessation’ instead of keeping the cannon-ball 
clrculating, but this fs to some degree a punish- 
ment for old offenders, I believe, Aconsiderable 
number do the gaol washing,.ns all the inmates 
have cean clothing every week, A feow—the 
oldest or ‘best-conducted hands in the various 
industrial departments—get a cent a day 
granted them, a privilege shared by one or two 
Europeans, but very few have acquired wealth 
to a burdensome degree, as the maximum’ 
they Mey earn agrinst the time they are dis- 
“charged Is $10 or $12, ay 

In the matter of cleanliness there are not 
many grounds for complaint. In several of the 
yards an angle of the wall is built up so as to 
‘take, a bath holding two or three hundred 
gallons'of water, and after work fs done the men 
are at liberty to scrub themaclves ag much as 
they please, a privilege taken full advantage of 
in the bot weather, although In winter the tub is 
“patronised by very few. For the Europeans a 
shower bath {s even provided. They also have 
thelr weekly shave, thé Chinese scraping each 
others’ beads tura ard turn about with the 
curlous Celes razors, Halr-cutting ts: not 
such a bugbear asit is alleged to be to home 
prisons ; after the first scalping In the reception- 
‘room the balr is usually. allowed to reach a 
decent length, and there is no objection ralsed 
to one’s retaining bis beard or moustache.

“THE CONTRABANDISTA". AT 
THE ‘THEATRE ROYAL. 

For the past fourteen years the community of 
this colony have been, mainly indebted to the. 
members of the Choral Society for amusement 
in the operatic and musical line generally during 
the winter months, Prior to 1877 the efforts of the 
Soclety were confined to atrictly musical wor, 
‘fls public performances: consisting of concerts 
with selections ‘from oratorios and operas, and 
occasional cantatas, and it {s no reflection on any- 
body living or dead to say that these peformances 
were almost invariably of a lukewarm and half. 
hearted character, which arotised butlittle interest 
and were received with that apathetic indifference 
which is invariably displayed at local conce: 
even when there {s such a world-renown 
vocalist as Mndame, Patey 18a speclal attraction, 
The musical talent of the Choral Society has 
never within living memory attained a particu: 
lary elevated standard— a standard that! would 
enable its members to successfully grapple with 
and do fair justice to such classical productions 
as oratorio or high-class legitimate opera, 
No doubt its ranks have numbered many 
clever’: and sccomplished musicians, but 
looking back, through the vista of long years 
we can remember only about a-dozen who 
had any pretensions as solo vocalists to appear 
before 2 public audience in such master-pieces 
as“ The Messiah,” “Stabat Master,” “ Elijah" 
¢te,, or even in the modern dramatle com- 
positions of Verdi,’ Bellini, Rossini and other 
masters of the Italian school. It wasin 1877) 
ifwe remember rightly, that the then president 
of the Society, Mr. J, B. Coughtrle,. accurately 
recognising the actual situition, diverted the 
efforta of the members {nto a fresh channel by 
introducing asa study the Intest productlon tn 
fashionable comic opera,’ The result of this 
new departure was a moat successful performance 
of-“'Trial by Jury,” the first of thecelebrated 
Gilbert and Sullivan series, at the Lusitano 
Theatre, and this, was followed in succeeding 
years at the City, Hall by * Pinafore,” The 
Sorcerer,” The Piratesof Penzance,” “Jolanthe ” 
aod “The Gondollers,” the last named being 
produced only two months ago, Comic a 
may not be quite the proper scope of a choral 
society, and we can imagine that Sullivan's mustc 
may fail to satisfy the high-toned aspirations df 
would-be classical vocalists Jike the gentleman 
who recently aired his views in cur mornicg 
contemporary ; but we. do know that ft has 
proved a great attraction tn the Hongkoug public 
and has been the mess of preventing the Choral 
Society from collapsing years ago.
